and "u" is u m e ans t he distance between the object and said lenses th e lens . 

2. (Currently Amended) The device for preventing and treating myopia as defined 
in claim 1 , wherein said th e charact e r lies in which the value of "u" is between 1 30mm 
1000mm. 

3. (Currently Amended) The device for preventing and treating myopia as defined 
in claim-2_L, wherein said th e charact e r li e s in which the value of "u" is between 200mm - 
500mm. 
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4. (Currently Amended) The device for preventing and treating myopia as defined 
in claim-^_J^, wherein said th e charact e r li e s in which the value of "u" is between 250mm ^ 
330mm. 

5. (Currently Amended) The device for preventing and treating myopia as defined 
in claim 1, wherein said th e character li e s in that there are distance-control mechanisms such as 
sound, light, electrical, mechanical or manual mechanism mechanisms for establishing the 
distance "u" between the object and said lense s in th e training . 

6. (Currently Amended) The device for preventing and treating myopia as defined 
in claim 5, wh e rein said th e charact e r li e s in that th e machin e controll e d d e vic e , fast e n e d or 
adjustable, is further comprising a table-frame of spectacle s, wherein said table-frame of 
spectacles is a machine controlled device configured to be fixed or adjustable . 

7. (Currently Amended) The device for preventing and treating myopia as defined 
in claim 6, wherein said th e charact e r lies in that th e r e is further comprising a carrier table under 
the -said table-frame of spectacles, and there is an elevator of the carrier table. 

8. (Currently Amended) The device for preventing and treating myopia as defined 
in claim 1 , wherein said th e charact e r li e s in that th e l e ns lenses are i s-knockdown lenses leas, the 
said knockdown lenses each l e ns compris e s comprising an eyepiece and an objectiv e, wherein 
said eyepiece . Th e e y e pi e ce is a.convex lens, and the -said objective is a_concave len s, wherein 
the . The distance between the -said eyepiece and the -said objective is fastened may be fixed or 
adjustable. 
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9. (Currently Amended) The device for preventing and treating myopia as defined 
in claim 1, wherein said th e charact e r li e s in that th e lenses comprise k fls4s a_substitutable series 
lens or a_focus-adjustable lens.

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14. (Currently Amended) ©fie A method for treating required close de-focusing 
object training myopia using a device as defined in claim 1 ^ 13, wh e r e in said th e character lies in 
th e method, which compris e s the method comprising the steps of :

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15. (Currently Amended) As th e The method as defined in claim 14, further comprising the 
step of adjusting w h e rein said th e charact e r lies in that w e should st e p up the diopter 0 value and 
then repeating the steps set forth in claim 14. of th e d e vic e and r e p e at all of th e stop, using and 
training, until th e d e gr e e of train ee 's e y e sight is improv e d to appropriat e d e gr ee . If th e diopt e r O 
of l e ns is fix e dn e ss, according th e formula and th e adjust valu e A to adjust the distance (u) 
between th e vi e w e d obj e ct and th e l e ns in the training, we can do th e training also. 
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
